Washington, March 18.—After pro­ 
longed debate the senate last evening 
passed the ship subsidy bill, the final 
vote upon the measure being 42 to ii. 
Senators Allison an I Dolliver of Iowa. 
Spooner and Quarles of Wisconsin, 
and Proctor and Dillingham of Ver­ 
mont. Republicans, voted against final 
passage of the bill, and Senator Mc* 
[Aurin of Soutli Carolina voted for it. 
Some amendments to the bill were 
adopted, but they were ail agreeable 
to those in charge of th ? rn* asure, the 
friends of the bill voting down all 
other amendments. 
With the excep­ 
tion of amendments offered by Mr. Al­ 
lison and accepted by Mr. Frye, limit­ 
ing the time of the operation of con­ 
tracts made under the provisions of 
the bill to July I, 192'*, and providing 
that the amount of the expenditure 
under the mail subsidy paragraph 
should not at any time exceed 18.000,* 
OOO annually, none of the amendments 
agreed to materially affected the bill 
as It was reported from the commerce 
committee 
The voting upon amendments began 
at 3 o'clock, and such a flood of th* rn 
was offered that a final vote upon the 
bill as amended was not rea* hed until 
Just before 6 o’clock. 
The senate 
a t reed to an amendment offered by- 
Mr. Spooner providing that congress 
should have power to amend or repeal 
the act without impairing any con­ 
tract made under its authority. 
Mr. 
Hanna of Ohio offered and the senate 
adopted three amendments applying 
directly to th*- a* qutsition bv J Pier- 
pont Morgan and his associates of the 
Leyland line of British ships. 
They 
provide that no foreign built ship shall 
participate in the proposed subsidy, 
that nothing in the a n shall be con­ 
stru'd to prevent American citizens 
or corporations from holding or oper­ 
ating foreign s sp* in the ocean car­ 
rying trad**: and that no foreign built 
ship of 
an? line thus acquired by 
Amort* an citizens shall be admitted 
hereafter to American registry

Northwestern Bond* Bending Their 
E n e r g ie s to Get Thr ugli S n ow . 
St. Paul, March IS.—The great bliz­ 
zard which has raged over th*' Dakotas 
and Manitoba since last Friday has 
subsided and the weather is generally 
fair. but Intensely cold, the thermom­ 
eter ranging from IO to 16 below zero. 
With the sub-id* nee of the storm the 
railroads are bending their energy to 
again open their Lues for traffic, and 
immense rotary snowplows and gangs 
of men with pick and shovel are at­ 
tacking the moun'ainous drifts that 
block the tracks. 
In view of the fury 
and sudd* nness of the storms it is re­ 
markable that bo few lives are re­ 
ported lost. 
While the reports so far 
have been meager and many remote 
points have not yet been heard from. 
it is general belief that not above eight 
or ten persons perished throughout the 
storm-swepi*region. It will be several 
lays before definite information in this 
regard can be obtained. 
There has been a good deal of suf­ 
fering among the new settlers, many 
of whom arrived but recently and were 
111-prepar* ii to withstand the severe 
weather, but relief committees from 
the 
older 
inhabitants 
have 
taken 
charge of this matter and are doing 
their best to alleviate the needs of the 
new comers. 


Women K«i»i«*t I nation. 
Niles. Mich.. March 18.—A move­ 
ment has been started here by Miss 
Fannie l^acey. a prominent Niles so­ 
ciety woman, to organize the widows 
and Unmarried women of the state for 
the purpose of applying to the state 
legislature for exemption from the per­ 
sonal tax on property not to exceed 
$5,000. 
A meeting will be held to­ 
morrow’ to organize. It is denied that 
the franchise is sought. 


T h e C r u m p a e k e r Ke-nl u t ion. 
Washington. March 18.—The house 
committee on rules by a divided vote 
on party lines decided to report the 
resolution of Representative Crum- 
packer of Indiana for a special com­ 
mittee of 13 members to investigate 
and report on the alleged disfran­ 
chisement of voters in some of the 
states. 


Cherbourg. France, March 18.—The 
arrangements made by Emperor Wil­ 
liam for the reception of Prince Henry 
when the latter arrives at Cuxhaven 
were communicated to the prince after 
the Deutschland left Plymouth. Prince 
Henry expressed himself as greatly 
pleased therewith. 
He interprets the 
elaborate plans of Emperor William 
as an expression of his majesty's com­ 
plete satisfaction at the success of 
the prince’s American trip. 
When Emperor William in a letter 
addressed to Prince Henry at Ply­ 
mouth notified his brother of the re­ 
ception arrangement at Cuxhaven, his 
majesty invited the princes entire 
party to dine on board the battleship 
Kaiser Wilhelm II this evening. 
To­ 
morrow Admiral Von Tirpitz and Gen­ 
eral Von Plessen and the other mem­ 
bers of Prince Henry's party who live 
in Berlin will leave for their homes. 
Prince Henry says he was so tired 
when he finally hoarded the Deutsch­ 
land at New York that he slept almost 
continuously for 48 hours, except for 
the time he appeared for his meals or 
to take short walks on the bridge. He 
says he never worked so hard In his 
life as when he was in the United 
States, that he never changed his uni­ 
form so many times a day or faced 
a succession of situations requiring 
such alertness and certain initiative 
on his own part. 
There were situa­ 
tions which 
could not be met with 
merely formal behavior or the me­ 
chanical execution of a routine pro­ 
gram. 
While conversing with members of 
his suite Prince Henry has alluded to 
many things in connection with his 
trip. He has mentioned nothing more 
frequently than that no single unpleas­ 
ant incident occurred in the United 
States. Ideas, scenes and impressions 
were crowd* .I upon him too rapidly 
for proper appreciation at the mo­ 
ment. perhaps, but tis Prince Henry 
himself said: 
“We have accumulated 
material to think about for months to 
come." 
When one of his party inquired what 
had impressed him most, the prince 
replied that 
the great orderly and 
cheerful crowds had been his most 
continuous 
impression 
and 
would 
probably always be one of his most 
vivid impressions. The prince said he 
saw crowds out of doors and indoors— 
faces of men and women, with here 
and there a powerful, a beautiful or 
a spiritual face. 
He said his regret. 
if he dared to say he had any, was 
that he could not know some of these 
people better. 
The 
reports 
that 
Prince 
Henry 
would occupy a different position in 
Germany in the future and live at 
Berlin instead of continuing his active 
sea life, are unfounded.

Brave Life Savers Go to th*? B ottom 
W ith Barge'M C rew 
Chatham, Mass., March IS.—Seven 
life-savers, practically the entire crew 
of the Monomy station on the south 
end of Cape Cod, met death yesterday 
at their post of duty and with them 
into the sea which capsized the life­ 
boat, went five men from the stranded 
barge Wadena, whom they tried to 
bring in safely to the shore. 
One 
man, Lemuel Ellis, through the heroic 
work of Captain Elmer Mayo of an­ 
other stranded 
barge, the John C. 
Fitzpatrick, was rescued from the bot­ 
tom of the upturned lifeboat. Among 
those lost was William IL Mack of 
Cleveland, O., who was on the barge 
representing his company, the Bcmi- 
telle Towing and Transportation com­ 
pany of that city, while Captain Mar­ 
shall N. Eldredge, one of the oiliest 
life-savers on the coast, went down 
with his men. All the life-savers came 
from Chatham and Harwich.

scene of the accident was in the well 
known tide rips off Monomy Point, 
which make down from Chatham into 
Nantucket sound.

CURIOUS KOREAN CUSTOM . 


T h e B a t t l e rrf Stunt** W h i c h M a rk * 
Ben: I ti rn ii ic o f N e w Y e a r . 
One of th e most curious custom s in 
K orea m arks the advent of the new 
year. 
This is the bottle w ith stones, 
participated in by Inhabitants of Seoul. 
At a spot about a mile and a half out­ 
side the city walls, on the main road to 
the Hail river, the people assemble by 
thousands either as witnesses of or par­ 
ticipants In this truly rem arkable exhi­ 
bition o f w arlike good will. By previ­ 
ous arrangem ent piles of stones are In ' 
readiness, all carefully selected and of 
a convenient size. 
W ithout previous selection of com­ 
b atan ts the participants form th em ­ 
selves into opposing armies, about the 
only qualification for service being ap­ 
parently the ability to hurl a stone at 
the ad v an cin g 'forces of the enemy. At 
first the stone throw ing is a t long range 
and uninteresting, but as the throw ing ; 
continues th e forces d raw nearer, and 
the fight w axes fast aud furious, men 
being detailed to collect the stones into 
heaps again or fetch fresh am m unition 
for the firing line. 
Then th e clash 
comes, the tw o bodies meet, fierce ru sh ­ 
es are made, stones are discarded, aud 
knives and clubs are freely used. The 
clash of weapons, the scream s of the 
com batants, th e surging m ass of men, 
some being tram pled to death, now 
falling, now struggling to their feet, the 
blood dowing from num erous cuts—the 
whole goes to m ake a picture th a t de­ 
picts anything but the Joy w e attribu te 
to th e coming of a new year. The fight 
is kept tip until the clang of th e great 
city bell tells the com batants th a t it is 
tim e to return home. 
P erh ap s tile most singular feature 
of the celebration is th a t during the 
rem aining eleven m onths of th e year 
th e K orean is as am iable a person as 
can be found in any country, ami by 
some w riters th e average K orean is 
characterized as the most abject cow­ 
ard on th e face of the earth. 
But, cow ards or no cowards, the 
K orean people still indulge, as they 
have for years, in this annual w arlike 
welcome of the new year. 
Indeed it is 
legal in Korea to fight not only on 
New Year's day, b ut during the first 
moon or month of the year.

tom has become a national institution,
